BANDIT ROBS TRAI

PASSENGERS ON MICHIGAN CEN-
TRAL IN TERROR AS ARMED
THUG TAKES MONEY.

TAKE SUSPECT AT JACKSON

Lone Robber Compelled Pullman Por-
ter to Assist In Gathnrﬂng Cash
From Occupants of Berths—Jewel-
ry Was Shunned by Thief.

Battle Creek, Mich, Jan, 26.—An
unidentified man was arrested at Janck-
son on Friday in connectlon with the
rdbbery of passengers of a Michigan
Centralstrain. While all who have
talked of the holdup say four men
were concerned, none have seen
more than one.

Chicago, Jan, 26.—Thrilling storios
of how a lone bandit—a slender, nerv-
ous young fellow with a big revolver—
held up Michigan Central passenger
train No. 7, west-bound, at 1:456 a, m.
on Friday, near Jackson, Mich., rob-
bing and terrifying passengers in one
Pullman sleeper, among them several

Chicagoans, were told In Chlcago
when the train arrived.
The uniqueness of the robber's

methode—some of the members of the
train crew thouglg them comic—con-
tributed largely to his success, both
1n the hold-up and In his escape. Al
though he aroused slx drowsy passen-
goers with the aid of a cowed porter,
he succeeded In getting less than $300
in money. He shunned jewelry.

At the same time, the bandit forced
the Pullman porters into the limelight

—one in a serio-comic role and the
other in the here's garb. It was
“Louls” Thombs' coolness and pre-

¢ision that prevented futher opera-
tiong of the robber and caused him
to leap from the train near Parma,
Mich., while it was slowing down.

In the eountry about Parma aud in
the city of Jackson the bandit is be-
ing hunted, according to press dis-
patches, by Sherift J. F. Greble and a
welllarmed posse. They say the fugi-
tlve cannot escape. The Michigan au-
ithorities believe the man returned to
Jackeon after escaping from the train.
‘Three other men who are reported to
have left the traln when the robber
jumped off are belleved to be tramps
stealing a ride.

The bandit's vietims were: A. M.
Todd, 1706 East Fifty-sixth street, Chi-
<ago, $136; Harry Marks, 7, Tébrary
avenue, Detroit, Mich,, $114;
Palmer, New York, $2.35; Philip J.
Savage, Detrolt, Mich., $3.

In another car Cortland Cramp,
president of the Willlam Cramp &
Sons’ Shipbullding company of FPhila-
delphla, was sleeping soundly. He
did not know how near he came to
loging a falrly fat “roll” until several

hours after the robber's visit.
Herth B, in which Mr., Marks was
slumbering, was tackled first. The

porter pulled the curtains aside.

"Say. mlster,” the porter began, as
he shook the sleeping man, “here iz a
fellow who says he wants your
money,"”

Murks rubbed his eyes and turned

cord through which it is thrust,

Al the side an embroldercd orma-
ment seTves to mouut a cluster of pes
cock feathers (not the “eyen”) to the
brim. They spring out toward the
back and complete n very uovel and
very pretty bit of headwear. 'y
